THE leader of Dover District 
Council has spoken out to quash 
rumours that Dover Museum is 
under threat of closure. 

The statement from Paul Watkins comes as a 
response to claims by the Dover and Deal 
Labour group that the museum, which houses 
the historical Bronze Age boat, would be among 
the first casualties of budget cuts. 

Cllr Watkins said: “Dover Museum is not 
under threat of potential closure. 

‘We may have discussions about different 
operational activities for it in the future, and 
the formation of a trust for the museum may 
be the best way forward. 

“Any sort of political comment is inappro¬ 
priate and there is no proposal to close the 
museum.” 

The leader of the DDC Labour group, 
Gordon Cowan, had said that the museum was 
under threat of closure after being labelled 
‘bronze’ in the Effective Services - Shaping 
The Future Of The District report. 

Cllr Cowan said: “This report spells out the 
end for a large number of services within the 
district. 

“Not necessarily immediately, but very soon 
after the district council elections next May. 

“Among the first to go will be Dover Museum 
and our tourism service. 

“There are other services like community 
safety, regarded as a silver service to be 
retained if at all possible, which are dependent 
on the CCTV system rated as bronze, ie for the 
chop shortly.

Sir Cliff's local 
set to reopen 
as music pub

A LISTED building that 
has been derelict for years 
is being brought back to 
life. 

The Castle pub in Russell Street 
has been bought by former News of 
the World journalist Paul 
McMullan. 

The 48-year-old, who has been 
embroiled in the controversy sur¬ 
rounding Downing Street’s head of 
press Andy Coulson, bought the pub 
more than three months ago and is 
investing more than £50,000 into it. 

The father of four is planning to 
open the pub in a couple of weeks’ 
time, on Thursday, October 7. 

Mr McMullan also has acquired a 
grand piano that used to belong to 
former land- and water-speed 
record-holder Donald Campbell, 
who was awarded with the instru¬ 
ment after setting the land-speed 
record in Bluebird. 

Mr McMullan plans to make The 
Castle a music venue for live bands 
and have an opening launch. 

He said: “I’m looking for a big 
headline act to kick it all off - some¬ 
one like Dizzee Rascal - to help 
launch the pub and get us known. 

'We may have a quiet first few 
weeks, but I’m looking for a big act 
to help us get established. 

“I’m planning to make the pub a 
music venue, with a disco on Friday 
or Saturday nights with live music 
aimed at the younger market.” 

With the renovation work taking 
place, the re-opening of the pub will 
give a boost to the dwindling num¬ 
ber of pubs in Dover. 

Mr McMullan added: “In 1970, 
there were more than 300 pubs in 
Dover, but when I bought this, there 
were only 39 left.”

However, despite looking to 
reopen, Mr McMullan is already 
fighting a financial battle with 
Dover District Council. 

He said: “Normally, a derelict 
building that has been refurbished 
gets a three-month business rate 
holiday. 

“They want £5,500 as soon as I 
take the metal sheeting down and 
open my door. 

“It’s not surprising so many pubs 
are closing down.” 

The dilapidated building, next to 
the former Stagecoach depot, has 
had an illustrious history, which 
was unearthed with the discovery of 
a number of pictures. 

Some of the photographs, dating 
from 1970, include celebrities such 
as Bruce Forsyth and Max Bygraves. 

Potentially the biggest name to 
have visited the pub was Sir Cliff 
Richard and the Shadows, who 
used to regularly drink at the bar 
after recording at the former TV 
studios in Russell Street. 

Mr McMullan said: “It used to be 
a small hotel before it closed down 
and was the local for Sir Cliff 
Richard and the Shadows. 

“If Sir Cliff wanted to come back, 
we’d be oveijoyed to welcome him.” 


80 per cent drop in number of 
illegal immigrants from France 


THE number of illegal immigrants 
trying to get into the UK through 
Dover has fallen dramatically. 

The UK Boarder Agency (UKBA) 
has reported the significant fall in 
the number of would-be illegal 
immigrants who are attempting to 
enter the country from Calais. 

In the last year, there has been an 
80 per cent reduction in the number 
of attempts to illegally enter the UK 
from the French port. 

More than 24,000 illegal immi¬ 
grants were caught in the year up 
to September 2009, but only 5,000 
in the following 12 months. 

The difference in the two years 
has been attributed to the closure of 
the makeshift illegal immigrant 
camp in Calais a year ago. 

Immigration Minister Damian 
Green said: “Our figures indicate 


that the strength of UK and French 
controls at Calais, along with the 
steps taken to clear the notorious 
camps near the port, have sent a 
clear message to illegal migrants 
making for the British border: don’t 
bother, you won’t get in. 

“In the year following the camp’s 
clearance, we have seen an almost 
80 per cent reduction in the num¬ 
bers caught attempting to evade 
our strict controls at the port, sug¬ 
gesting a dramatic fall in the num¬ 
ber of illegal immigrants trying to 
breach the border.” 

The UKBA has based officers in 
France to stop illegal immigrants 
before they can get to the UK. 

They use sniffer dogs, heartbeat 
detectors and carbon dioxide probes 
to find people hiding in lorries try¬ 
ing to illegally cross the Channel. 


Former miners' union 
boss dies aged 66 

MALCOLM Pitt, a former president 
of the Kent branch of the National 
Union of Mineworkers, had died aged 
66 after a short illness. 

He was educated at Sir Roger 
Manwood’s School, Sandwich, and 
then attended Selwyn College, 
Cambridge. 

He worked at Tilmanstone Colliery 
before becoming more actively 
involved with the union. 

Mr Pitt was also a member of the 
Communist Party of Great Britain 
and was very involved in the miners’ 
strike of 1984-5. 

He was sent to prison for a brief 
time because of his activities during 
the bitter dispute. 

Mr Pitt, who lived in Thanet for 
most of his life, leaves a widow, three 
children and five grandchildren. 

Service marks Royal 
Marine IRA deaths 

A MEMORIAL service has been held 
to mark the 21st anniversary of an 
IRA bomb which killed 11 Royal 
Marine musicians in Deal and 
wounded more than 20 others. 

The attack on the Royal Marines 
School of Music took place on 
September 22, 1989, and provoked 
widespread outrage. 

The service took place last 
Wednesday and was attended by rela¬ 
tives and survivors and led by 
Reverend Jane Walker whose brother 
Bob Simmonds was killed in the blast. 

A minute’s silence was held at 
8.22am - the time the 151b bomb 
went off. 

The explosion destroyed a three- 
storey barracks and caused wide¬ 
spread damage to nearby homes. 

No one has ever been convicted 
over the deaths. 

Arson attack on block 
due for renovation 

POLICE are investigating after an 
apparent arson attack on a derelict 
housing block in Deal which was set 
to be knocked down. 

The fire swept through Dunstan 
House in College Road last Sunday, a 
building which was scheduled for 
demolition and the area redeveloped 
for housing. 

It had previously been the target of 
vandals and some windows and doors 
had been boarded up. 

Six fire engines attended the scene 
and firefighters had to rip ceilings 
down to gain access to the flames as 
the fire is believed to have started on 
the first floor. 

Pair arrested following 
incident at jazz festival 

TWO local people were arrested after 
the Sandwich Jazz Festival at which 
an incident saw a number of concert- 
goers receive minor injuries. 

The pair are currently on police bail 
as investigations continue, according 
to a report put together by officers 
and relayed to the town council at its 
meeting in The Guildhall. 

Police say the trouble was isolated 
and congratulated the organisers on 
staging a successful event. 

Patrols have also cut down on the 
number of reports of inappropriate 
consumption of alcohol in public 
areas across the town, although 
members of Sandwich Cricket Club 
did contact police regarding this 
issue. 
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Town playing host to 
public works of art

A HOST of art installations are 
cropping up all over Dover. 

The creative displays are part of the From A 
to B artists’ intervention, in Dover Town 
Centre, which runs until Saturday, October 16. 

The six-week project launched on Friday, 

September 10. 

Lucy May Schofield had a Bibliotherapy 
Artist’s Book Library in Market Square and 
held one-to-one sessions for residents, listening 
to their concerns and wishes for which she rec¬ 
ommended artist’s books to read. 

Studio 2Ibis created the I Can Hear the Sea 
speaking installation, which was a giant shell 
made from cardboard and featured the record¬ 
ed voices of migrants talking about why they 
hoped to move to England. 

A dance performance by Yumino Seki in 
Market Square on Saturday, September 11, 
surprised shoppers and stallholders, but was 
well received. 

A couple of new films, Exit Wall by Cecile 
Colle and Ralf Nuhn, and The Voice of the 
People by Maxjorie Van Halteren, have been 
produced for Dover’s Big Screen. 

These can be viewed from 10 minutes to 20 
minutes past each hour and 20 minutes to 10 
minutes to each hour on Saturday, October 16. 

The Centurion House Box Gallery on Bench 
Street features a preview of Internal States, an 
intervention by Kati Saqui and Julia 
Riddiough. 

Housed in a caravan, this project will be in 
Market Square on Saturday and Sunday,

October 15 and 16, when the public can partic¬ 
ipate in their Diary of Emotion. 

The former Stagecoach depot on Russell 
Street features a major installation by Jim 
Roseveare, who has created a monolith using 
building blocks and materials from the site. 

Mr Roseveare said: “The work is not a replica 
of Stonehenge as such, but aims to reference 
ancient monoliths within a setting of contempo¬ 
rary monolithic architecture. 

“The work is made from degraded bricks 
found at the once-busy Stagecoach depot. 

“Surrounding the site are buildings which 
were built for a ‘bright new future’ - buildings 
which are now degraded or redundant and 
which may face an uncertain future. 


“It is this cultural idea of how humanity 
needs constant change and new purpose which 
the work aims to address.” 

The Stagecoach site is open each Saturday 
from noon to 5pm. 

Artist and curator Christine Gist said: ‘We 
were really pleased with the response to the 
artists’ projects over the opening weekend, and 
the participation of residents helped ensure the 
success of the events.” 

From A to B has been realised with the sup¬ 
port of The National Lottery through Arts 
Council England, Kent County Council, DFDS 
Seaways and Dover Town Council with support 
from Dover Pride Regeneration Partnership, 
Dover District Council and the BBC. 


Report 'is just a 
series of options'

“This kind of thing just doesn’t make 
sense, unless the letters DDC now stand 
for Derelict, Decaying and Conservative.” 

Cllr Watkins was eager to point out 
that the report is a series of options to 
explore the possibilities to reduce the 
council’s budget after the Government’s 
budgetary review next month. 

The Chief Executive of DDC, Nadeem 
Aziz, said: “On Monday, September 6, 
DDC’s Cabinet members discussed a 
report ‘Delivering Effective Services - 
Shaping the Future of the District’ and 
approved it for further consultation. 

“The report identifies a five-year plan 
to meet and manage the unprecedented 
financial challenges facing the Council. 

“The report is necessary in response to 
the Government’s proposals to find sav¬ 
ings of between 25 per cent and 40 per 
cent in five years. 

“This means the council will need to 
reduce its budget by between £5.2m and 
£8.1m over the next five years. 

“The proposals identify a raft of meas¬ 
ures, prioritising services into gold, sil¬ 
ver, bronze and tin categories, with gold 
services to be kept at current levels, 
albeit with some efficiency savings, sil¬ 
ver-rated services will see reductions, 
bronze may be sacrificed or severely 
reduced (depending on the spending 
review), and tin-rated services will cease. 

“Museums and tourism have been 
identified as ‘bronze services’. 

“This is part of the ongoing consulta¬ 
tion, and is subject to further detail from 
Central Government on the Local 
Government grant as a result of the 
comprehensive spending review, and of 
course, subject to final decision by Full 
Council. 

“A survey is available on the council’s 
website for residents to comment on the 
prioritisation of services. 

“Staff and union consultation is 
expected to begin in November.” 


Water meters 
to be installed 


Villagers urged to 
comment on plans 


HOMES across Dover will be put 
on to water meters as part of a 
compulsory switch being conducted 
by water company Veolia Water. 

The company says the move will 
lead to significant water savings 
and will help to ensure a long-term 
sustainable supply for the area. 

The work is scheduled to begin 
over the autumn and only houses 
that cannot be metered for techni¬ 
cal reasons will be exempt. 

More than half of the homes in 
Dover are already on water meters 
and a further 6,500 meters will be 
installed over the next 14 months. 

The aim is to encourage water 
saving and industry figures show 
that water use can be easily 
reduced by around 10 per cent with 
no significant change in lifestyle. 

The process is predicted to be 
straightforward and provide little 
disruption to customers. 

Metering and water efficiency 
manager Ian McAthy said: “Meters 
are usually installed at external 
stop taps which are mostly located 
in pavements or verges. 

“Customers will be sent letters 
advising them when their property 
will be metered.” 

Veolia Water is asking customers 
to always check the identity of 
those claiming to be water compa¬ 
ny workers. For more information, 
call 0845 888 5 888 or visit 
www.veoliawater.co.uk/southeast. 


THE Whitfield Action Group is call¬ 
ing on all residents to voice their 
opinions on the planned expansion of 
the village. 

The call comes as Dover District 
Council (DDC) announces the start 
of an eight-week public consultation 
period, which runs from Monday 
through to Monday, November 29.

For the last year, developers and 
landowners have been working 
alongside the council on a master- 
plan which shows how and where 
about 5,750 new homes could be 
located around the village. 

Officers from DDC and the team of 
consultants who have prepared the 
technical research will answer ques¬ 
tions at the exhibition at Whitfield 
village hall from 12.30pm to 9.30pm 
on Friday, October 8, and 9am to 
lpm on the following day. 

Following this exhibition, the 
boards will be on display at DDC’s 
Whitfield offices until the end of the 
consultation period. 

The council is encouraging every¬ 
one to look at the proposals and let 
them know how Whitfield should be 


developed over the coming years. 

Roger Knight from the Whitfield 
Action Group is urging residents to 
let the council know their opinion on 
the scheme. 

He said: ‘We are not happy with it; 
with the number of houses and we 
think there is no justification for it. 

We want to encourage people to 
participate and make their opinion 
known. 

“There is still the slimmest possi¬ 
bility that some changes could be 
made at the planning stages. 

“I encourage everyone to partici¬ 
pate in the consultation to make 
their views known to the council.” 

Leader of Dover District Council, 
Cllr Paul Watkins, said: “It is 
absolutely vital that we plan for the 
future of Dover District. 

We continue to work hard on a 
committed growth programme, and 
it is vital that we broaden the range 
and type of housing that is currently 
on offer, as we continue to move for¬ 
ward with regeneration and growth 
for the future. 

“Consultation on this SPD is a key 
step forward, and ensures that 
everyone is given the opportunity to 
be involved and comment on the 
future of Whitfield.”

“It has a very nice garden and the rooms 
are nice and big. I have a lovely bedroom and 
a big sitting room. 

“I was very ill before I moved here and my 
weight got down to six stone, but now, after 
moving here, I’m back to myself again.

Track star to open new-look 

Folkestone Sports Centre 


O LYMPIC athlete Colin 
Jackson will officially 
open the revamped 
Folkestone Sports 
Centre, which has had 
a £1.5 million make¬ 
over with a host of new facilities. 

The former World, Commonwealth and 
European champion hurdler will join the 
centre’s trustees and staff to see the new 
fitness suite, children’s gym, viewing balcony 
and cafe, among other improvements. 

The opening is the first of a three-phase 
regeneration of the 40-year-old site, which 
will eventually see new therapy centres, 
aerobic and dance studios, crazy-golf and 
mini golf courses and a street-hockey pitch. 

The idea for a family sports centre first 
came about in 1965, when the future of the 
old Folkestone Golf Course was being debat¬ 
ed. At the time the concept was a new one, 
preceded only by one at Harlow. 

A trust was formed in 1967 and the old 
clubhouse opened its doors to two squash 
courts, a par-three golf course, tennis courts 
and a weight-training hut. 

The land was donated to the trust by Lord 
Radnor and Sir Gerald Glover, and donat¬ 
ions, grants and raised community funds 
totalling £500,000 allowed it to expand to 
include a 25-metre indoor pool and teaching 
pool with a ski slope and social areas. 

The centre as it is known today was offi¬ 
cially opened by Princess Anne in July 1972, 
and the trust became a registered charity in 
1973. In 1986, the trust bought extra land 
from the health authority with the intention 
of adding a fitness gym. Four years later, a 


small gym and studio in the old physiothera¬ 
py centre opened. 

Demand soon outweighed supply and the 
gym needed to expand further. 

The administration block was moved back 
into to the main building and a 30-station 
gym and aerobic studio together with sauna, 
steam room and jacuzzi were introduced. 

To keep up with trends and people’s needs, 
the trust added toning chairs to its services, 
making exercise available to those who are 
less mobile. The studio’s growth in popularity 
led to therapeutic and luxury treatments 
being added. 


The issues of childhood obesity and healthy 
exercise for the young led the trust to look at 
extra provision for young people. 

Following a successful bid to the Big 
Lottery’s Peoples Millions in 1998, the trust 
added a toboggan slope to the ski centre and 
a dedicated junior gym which took up its 
temporary home in the old table-tennis room. 

Many years later and after several aborted 
attempts at improving the centre further, the 
trust forged ahead with plans to rejuvenate 
the ageing building. 

Still retaining its original status of an 
independent registered charity, the trust 


agreed a loan of £1.3m from the Charity 
Bank and Big Issue Invest. Together with its 
own capital investment of £200,000, the 
plans went ahead and the trust is now on the 
verge of unveiling its exciting latest develop¬ 
ment to the public. 

The trustees thanked Alliance Leisure 
Services for its support and advice and 
Shepway council for continuing its level of 
grant for at least the next five years. 

The reopening is on Monday, October 4, at 
midday, with the trust continuing its promise 
of providing affordable sport and leisure to 
everyone.

Just a roundabout 
way of fly-posting 

I AGREE with the Shepway 
council spokeswoman’s view 
that “what is one person’s free 
promotion is viewed by others as 
fly-posting”. 

My point is that the 
Marketingforce ‘Promote Your 
Business Here’ roundabout signs 
are in themselves a form of 
institutionalised fly-posting. 

The town’s roundabouts have 
been inundated with scores of 
these signs for more than 
six months, and although the 
roundabouts at which they have 
been sited may have been better 
landscaped and maintained as a 
result, these signs are an eyesore. 

Their sheer number also means 
that they overwhelm the town’s 
more pleasant street scenes. 

It is also ironic that when the 
Government is talking of reducing

the amount of‘street clutter’ 
Folkestone has been littered with 
these signs which have the opposite 
impact of their intended purpose. 

Instead of promoting an 
economically vibrant local 
business community, the absence 
of any take up to ‘sponsor a 
roundabout’ makes the town look 
like an economic ghost town.

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Director Affleck masterminds the 
heist but doesn't steal the screen

BEN Affleck may be best known as 
an actor but the chisel-jawed 
leading man is steadily delivering 
his best work behind the camera. 

He already has an Oscar on the mantelpiece 
as co-writer of Good Will Hunting and his 
directorial debut Gone Baby Gone was a gritty 
adaptation of Dennis Lehane’s novel that 
garnered numerous critical plaudits. 

For his second feature in the director’s chair, 
Affleck remains on the streets of Boston for a 
taut heist thriller based on the novel Prince Of 
Thieves by Chuck Hogan. 

The Town is a well-crafted and vivid portrait 
of a close-knit community of men with a strict 
code of silence that condemns those who speak 
out of turn to an early grave. 

What the film may lack in originality 
it makes up for in exhilarating action 
sequences and strong performances, 
with Affleck noticeably giving himself 
the least showy role and allowing his 
co-stars to chew the scenery. 

The film is set in Charlestown, 
Massachusetts, the one-square-mile 
neighbourhood that apparently 
produces more armoured car and bank 
robberies than anywhere else in 
America. 

With that in mind, it beggars belief 
that the cops aren’t better prepared to 
neutralise the threat of the gun-toting 
thieves, but Affleck’s film wouldn’t run 
much past 30 minutes without myriad 
suspensions of disbelief. 

Doug MacRay (Ben Affleck) is doomed to 
repeat the mistakes of his father Stephen 
(Chris Cooper), who is serving time in a 
maximum security prison, as mastermind of a 
four-strong team of bank robbers comprising 
trigger-happy best friend Jem (Jeremy 
Renner), Gloansy (Slaine) and Desmond 
(Owen Burke). 

On their final job, Jem takes bank manager

Claire Keesey (Rebecca Hall) hostage, 
releasing her once they are safely away from 
pursuing cops. 

Fearing that the terrified woman may 
identify them, Doug engineers a meeting in a 
laundrette and slowly develops an attraction 
to Claire, who has no idea that she is falling in 
love with the man who pointed a gun at her 
head hours earlier. 

Meanwhile, FBI Special Agent Frawley (Jon 


Hamm) treads on the toes of Boston Police 
Detective Dino Ciampa (Titus Welliver) to 
apprehend the thieves and bring down money 
man Fergie Colm (Pete Postlethwaite). 

The Town cranks up the tension as Doug 
struggles to keep his affair with Claire secret 
from Jem and the posse. 

Once the apparent betrayal comes to light, it 
ignites a powder keg of emotions that rocks 
the neighbourhood to its foundations. 

Affleck’s (anti) hero is bland next to scene- 


stealers Renner and Postlethwaite, but in his 
capacity as director, he makes light work of the 
two-hour running time and energises the set 
pieces, including a protracted car chase 
through labyrinthine alleys. 

The only surprise is how long it takes Affleck 
to reach the resolution we can see coming a 
mile off.

NEVER in the history of teenagedom 
has anything been as hotly 
anticipated as The Inbetweeners. 

That is an exaggeration, but 
nobody I know under the age of 30 
wasn’t incredibly excited to see the 
awkward, geeky sixth-form misfits 
hit our screens again. 

The Inbetweeners is an irreverent 
portrayal of four teenage boys in the 
way that Peep Show described the 
lives of dull thirtysomethings. It is 
not for the faint-hearted, nor the 
young, nor the impressionable. 

In this third season the gawky boys 
live up to expectations. They’re 
profane and disgusting, but also 
unwittingly charming, with the 
childlike naivety of not-yet-fully- 
formed adults. 

The second episode, in which the 
students tried drugs in order to look 
cool in front of a girl and each other,

was endearingly embarrassing. 

Not only were they accused of 
being racist by a drug dealer, but 
they were so completely inept at the 
illegal activity it seems a miracle 
they manage to accomplish the deed. 

The great thing is the show can 
never be accused of glamorising 
drugs. Its portrayal of growing up is 
far more realistic, and far less 
exciting. A tribute to this programme 
is that it recently won the best sitcom 
award at the Rose D’Or film festival 
in Lucerne, Switzerland. 

MERLIN, the medieval drama 
telling the story of King Arthur and 
his wizard before they were famous, 
began its third series with a bang. 

A magnificent two-part, high- 


budget episode kicked off the new 
season in spectacular fashion exactly 
where the last series left off. This will 
certainly be appreciated by fans, 
although it may confuse the 
uninitiated. 

Unlike most US dramas, which 
tend to lose ratings and budget and 
trail off into insignificance as they 
string along a weak concept until it is 
well and truly dead, Merlin seems to 
be growing as it ages. 

The initially dodgy computer 
graphics are improving, the acting is 
getting much more convincing, albeit 
with one or two notable exceptions, 
the plot lines are getting more 
intricate and there are even more 
characters to enjoy. 

Although family-friendly Merlin is 
still lovably amateurish in places, it 
is becoming a programme of which 
the BBC can be very proud.

TOYOTA’S Prius is the world’s 
best-known hybrid, but the group’s 
upmarket Lexus RX450h is the 
best I’ve driven. 

The concept of a petrol engine with electric 
back-up to cut consumption and emissions 
works better on larger cars anyway. 

Such cars lose the extra bulk and weight 
of the hybrid powertrain and batteries more 
easily within the overall structure. 

Lower down the market, where the Prius is so 
highly lauded, an environmentally-fettled diesel 
car can do a far better all-round job on econo¬ 
my and emissions and be more fun to drive. 

Back to the Lexus and the stylists may have 
created something that, at best, looks like a 
slick brick, but it will hit 62mph in 7.8 seconds, 
cruise the motorway in refined style yet aver¬ 
age nearly 45mpg with modest C02 emissions 
of just 148g/km - best in class and comparable 
with many family hatchbacks. 

The combined powertrain delivers up to 
295bhp through a 3.5-litre V6 petrol engine,

a loss of grip. It won’t do serious off-road yomp- 
ing, but the Lexus is a green and pleasant rural 
motor with some ability to cope with muck. 

It is weird at first to feel this relatively large 
car ease away on electric power without a 
whisper. Even when woken up, power and 
speed escalates without fuss and bother 
thanks to a seamless automatic transmission. 

Though it runs contrary to the hybrid ethos, 
the big Lexus can also be flung about far more 
than the previous RX series. 

Body roll on the £52,435 SE-L model tested 
here - runner-up in a four-model line-up 
starting at £43,175 - is neatly damped by air 
suspension that also smoothes the ride. 

There is a mixture of the clever and tacky 
inside the dark cabin; the head-up display 
underlines the shape of things to come for the 
display of essential clocks and gauges while an 
excellent Mark Levinson sound system is rea¬ 
son enough for many people to buy. 

On the other hand, cheesy wood finishing on 
the armrests, centre console, wheel and 
gearshift underlines my view that it is time 
carmakers stopped bothering with such an 
anachronism, though the car’s trimming is of 
excellent quality.

Government'missed 
chance to create 
jobs and homes' 

THE British Property Federation has 
attacked the Treasury's decision not to 
give financial support for new homes to 
rent. 

It said the Government has missed a 
“real opportunity’ to support the private 
rented sector, help ease the housing cri¬ 
sis, create new jobs and reduce the budg¬ 
et deficit. 

HM Treasury ruled out funding to 
increase the delivery of homes to rent in 
response to a consultation launched by 
the previous Labour government, enti¬ 
tled Investment in the Private Rented 
Sector. 

Opportunity 

The BPF pointed out that nearly five 
million people are on council waiting 
lists for a home and could benefit if more 
private rentals were available. 

“This is a real missed opportunity, but 
the real losers from today’s announce¬ 
ment are not the property industry but 
the millions of people in the UK who just 
want somewhere to live,” said Ian 
Fletcher, director of policy at the BPF. 

“With a little bit of public spending. 
Government could have leveraged in sig¬ 
nificant funding for housing from insti¬ 
tutions.” 

Price cuts blamed 
on spending review 

PROPERTY asking prices in England 
and Wales fell for a third consecutive 
month in September, and have lost half 
the gains they made in the first six 
months of the year, a survey has 
revealed. 

Property website Rightmove said ask¬ 
ing prices fell 1.1 per cent this month, 
following drops of 1.7 per cent in August 
and 0.6 percent in July. 

The annual rate of growth slipped to 
2.6 per cent from 4.3 per cent. 

Rightmove’s findings chime with other 
surveys showing house prices have 
stumbled in recent months - something 
commentators have blamed on increas¬ 
ing supply and nervousness ahead of 
large Government spending cuts. 

However, supply pressures eased in 
September, according to the Rightmove 
survey, with the number of properties 
coming on the market falling to its low¬ 
est since April.

Sales look brighter, but 
lenders still cautious

SALES prospects for houses in the 
UK are expected to improve in the 
next few months, despite the cur¬ 
rent uncertainty in the market. 

The Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors (RICS) said that its members felt 
more confident about sales of UK property 
over the next three months than they did in 
July. 

This is despite 32 per cent more chartered 
surveyors reporting prices falling, rather than 
rising, throughout August. 

A fifth of those surveyed indicated that they 
expected sales to improve over the three 
months to December 31. 

Commenting on the findings, RICS 
spokesperson Jeremy Leaf said: “There can be 
little doubt that the restrictive attitude to the 
provision of mortgage finance will continue to 
limit transaction activity in the market. 

“Looking forward, our price indicators are 
telling a mixed story, which is consistent with 
the uncertainty hanging over the economy, the 
low level of interest rates and the lack of new 
house building.” 

Hefty deposit 

Recent research by the Building Societies 
Association indicated that mortgage availabil¬ 
ity was less of a concern for prospective home- 
buyers in the current economic climate than it 
was earlier in the year. 

Currently, the market is quite static, say 
analysts. Paul Holmes, chief executive officer 
of Firstrung, a company which specialises in 
getting people on to the housing ladder, said 
“You still need a fairly hefty deposit as a first¬ 
time buyer.” 

He pointed out that the lack of job security is 
stifling the market and lenders remain cau¬ 
tious about giving mortgages. 

Mr Holmes said property is still too expen¬ 
sive, and activity will only return to the mar¬ 
ket if people have a more realistic view of what 
their home is worth. 

According to the Rightmove House Price 
Index, the average property asking price was 
£232,241 last month. This was down from 
£236,332 in July, with oversupply to blame.

Job insecurity replaces finance as main worry 


THE ability to obtain a mortgage is no longer 
perceived as large a barrier to homeownership 
as it was in March, according to new research. 

There has been a seven percentage point 
decline in the number of consumers who feel 
access to finance as a barrier to homeowner¬ 
ship, according to a Building Societies 
Association survey. 


Lack of job security and fears over the future 
of house prices are among prospective home- 
buyers’ main concerns, the survey indicates. 

BSA head of mortgage policy Paul 
Broadhead said: "It is clear that concerns 
about future falls in property prices are hav¬ 
ing a significant impact on consumer confi¬ 
dence. 


"Job security remains a barrier to house pur¬ 
chase and is likely to remain so until there is 
greater confidence in the strength of the econ¬ 
omy." 

Recent figures from Communities and Local 
Government indicated that house prices 
increased by 8.4 per cent in the 12 months to 
July.

A CHRONIC lack of goals has 
prompted Folkestone Invicta man¬ 
ager Neil Cugley to look for a new 
striker and he could be signed in 
time for the trip to Concord 
Rangers this weekend.
